(The undersigned doesi 
not Icnov't-he exact location of the meting place. It Is presumed that I 
d LU win fin la the details.) We then drove to another stretch 
of lonely, dark road by the river and parked for approadmately thirty | 
minutes. After agent became nervous because of some traffic in the arek, 
ws moved to another location and parked for another thirty minutes. 

Actual mooting time with agent was approadmately one hour. It was roqulred 
that we drop him off in town prior t6 10 o'clock when he was due to go jOQ 
duty again.

3. Ihe first half of the meeting was taken up with routine business 
and a discussion with d -3 and agont, the subject of which was two 

traces run by this agenc. Tne first trace was on a woman resident of i 
Salzburg, whose daughter was visiting her fjiora Jugoslavia. Agent's Zi^ 
trace did not reflect the fact that the woman had a daughter. The . i 

underslf^ed pointed out to d 3< that unless the dau^ter was living 

with Subject, she would not necessarily be Anmeldad and there would be ' 
no record of the dau{^ter in the ZIA, Ihls was conf limed by agent, idi6 
said tliat even though Austrians are required to register after 2U hours, 
many do not, especially when they are staying with relatives. The other 
trace concerned a seamstress (fUu) WUHAlID, i^lch we had reaussted agent to 
do. WIEIAND was a possible accommodation address lead CL <=Thad. Agent 
reported that WIKIAMD was not resident in Salzburg, cL -jjpointed 
out to agent that WXSlAND'a name and Sddross work in t.ne xy>7 Adressbuch 
for Salzburg and cL -3 called her on the phone, using the wrong nmiber 
ploy, ond dotexmnea that the woman was actxially resident there. To this, 
a^nt repl^d that he had not run the ZMA. check himself. He said he had 
.had a ffhuJTrEICHTireR^ a Salzburg Stano do the trace for him, Uoj 
said obviously FEIChTl<C£R was in error and he would chock into It. 

Urn CL L7 Also agent that he was only paying him AS lliOO* 
monthly because we had no proof that he was actually paying 
or Q any money, Agont did not seem disappointed and merely said 

I ' 
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he vDuld pay thorn hlmselX, Then , J got involved In a discussion 
of the agent’s finances. Agent has recently purchased a new apartment ■ 
for AS 25»000, jj- asked him how ho vas financing this purchase. 

Agent said that he was borro\fing AS 1^,000 from the Police Credit Unlon^ 
which loan be was required to repay at the rate of AS 100 monthly. Agent 
said that he had saved the other AS 10,000 required for the purchase of 
the apartment. At this point, the undersigned Interjected and asked him 
how much money ho was making monthly. Agent stated ho earned AS 3,100 
monthly} of this, his take-homo pay was appraocimatoly AS 2,600. Out of 
this monthly s&lary he was required to pay approoclmately AS 200.00 for bis 
quartors and AS 1||?^.00 for the schooling of his child monthly. Thus, out 
^ the remaining approximately AS 2,000, agent stated he was saving 
AS 1,000 a month. Agent was not exactly happy about our prying into his 
finances. He vent off on a side Issue of how much money he gives to i 
charity. He clainad that he realized he was earning a salary from us 
and that even thou(^ It was for a good cause, he felt that his conscience 
troubled him because ho was breaking police regulations} as a sop to ' 
his conscience, he contributed approoclmately AS UOO.OO monthly to worthy- 
charities in the Salzburg area. The undersigned asked him there he saved 
his money, in a bank or a hole in his backyard. Agent stated that ho kept 
it in his home. At this point, CL Cl asked him vhothor or not his 
wife know of his activities for us. Agent stated rather emphatically that 
she did not and be said that he concealed his additional income completely 
from his wife. Neither CL Z3 nor the undersigned wished to question 
him further on this natter as he vas obviously uncomfortable. 

At the conclusion of this conversation, agent was rather nervous, 
due to passing traffic, VTe were parked near a Qasthaus on a lonely, dark 
road. So then we pz^)coeded to another area where the undersigned asked 

( agent idiat access ha had to various chock {laces. The upshot of this ; 
conversation vas that the agent has direct, unrestnclted access only to 
the Verkohrsamt, ihere he can call on the telophcne, and the StraXTeglster, 
^Ich ho can consult personally. All other {laces such as 2ML, Rathaus, 
Political Register, etc., agent is required to go throu^ either 
C Zl oe CZ 13 He claims rather nai-voly that for nil other i 
queries, be is required to have a case to which he can logically attribute 
this query. When asked tdiy he simply could not include the query under 
one of twenty going oases, agent stated that he was afiaid that his j 
superiors would discover some irregilarity and question hln as to the 
reason for the inclusion of a strange name. 

6. The undersigned asked agent how maqy {wUoo there were in 
Salsburg, to \rfiich agent answered he tliou^t there wore approxlnatoly 
500 uniformed policemen and 100 {olicomen in Abteilung I and II oomblni^i 
Somewhere the undersigned had an idea that there were approximately 
700,000 people in Salzburg. Thus the undersigned asked the agent if 
that was not too few policemen for Salzburg and he said, no, that vas 
quite enough. 

7. The undersigned then asked him what the make up of Abteilung j|Z 
waa. Agent stated there were five groups in Abtelluzig II, ve^ similar | 
to the way the Vienna Police Abteilung LE is set vp. Es vas the chief | 
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of the 4tb Oroiip, vhlch is cohcorned with robberies and breaking and | 
entering. His grade is RoTon Inspektor. Thus, he has no real reason i 
for doing aigr nersonxd. imrestigatlons hinsolf, I would assume that is 
id \7 ha pays (O. , who is an employee in his section and probably;

10, Agent was asked how be came to recruit tZ U and CZ ^ 

to do his work for him. Agent either misunderstood the question or i 
refused to answer it. He stated that ha merely asked them to do 
something for him and idion they did it, he pold them a small sum of money. 
The underrdgned asked agent liiat their reaction was to receiving money: 
frora him. Agent stated they said, thank you, | 

11, tZ J asked agont about procuring a Salzburg police telephona 
bode. Agent was obviously unwilling to do this and stated that he had 
previously procured a telephone book for us and they had little changed 
In four years. In aqy follow-up discussion with this agont, wo should 
require him to bring a telephone book to the meeting and have him 
annotate aiy corrections of which he is aware. It appears hlghV unlikely 
that the Salzburg telephone book has not been changed in four years. If 
the Vienna Bailee telephone book is aqy indioatloa, it is published yoarly, 
and even within the period of one year there are considerable changes,'
